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Club  funttion  to  launch  book 

Club  president  Frank  Carberry  an  outstanding  swimmer  in  his  younger  days,  was  one  of  a  distinguished  group 
of  Sydney  sporting  identities  who  recently  attended  a  party  in  the  Club  to  launch  member  Jack  Pollard’s  new  book 
The  Australian  SURFRIDER. 


Duke  Kahanamoku,  dual  Olympic 
gold  medallist,  for  27  years  Sheriff  of 
Honolulu  and  the  man  who  introduced 
board  riding  to  Australian  beaches,  was 
guest  of  honor  at  the  party. 

The  Duke  came  to  Sydney  by  Qantas 
especially  to  attend  the  party,  which  was 
attended  by  many  of  his  former  swim¬ 
ming  rivals,  including  Mr.  William 
Longworth,  chairman  of  Sydney  Turf 
Club,  Judge  Adrian  Curlewis,  president 
of  the  Surf  Lifesaving  Association  of 
Australia,  Dr  Keith  Kirkland,  former 
Australian  surfboard  riding  champion 
Claude  West,  Sid  Grange,  Australian 
Olympic  team  manager,  and  Mr.  Berge 
Phillips,  chairman  of  the  Australian 
Swimming  Union. 

Duke  Kahanamoku,  now  73,  was  last 
in  the  club  in  1956  when  he  visited  Aus¬ 
tralia  to  attend  the  Melbourne  Olympic 
Games. 

Judge  Curlewis  said  Duke  Kaha¬ 
namoku  was  undoubtedly  one  of  the 
greatest  freestyle  swimmers  who  ever 
lived.  “He  is  also  the  only  man  I  have 
known  who  could  scoop  up  a  handful 
of  water  in  his  enormous  palms  and 
throw  it  at  you  with  such  force  the 
water  almost  knocked  you  down,”  said 
Judge  Curlewis,  amid  laughter. 

A  highlight  of  the  party  occurred 
when  author  Pollard  told  how  Duke 


Kahanamoku  started  board  riding  in 
Australia  with  an  exhibition  he  gave  at 
Freshwater  Beach  in  1915. 

Towards  the  end  of  this  exhibition  the 
Duke  took  a  small  girl  from  among 
spectators  watching  him  on  the  beach 
and  gave  her  a  ride  on  his  board — and 
then  on  his  shoulders.  This  girl,  Isabel 
Letham  was  at  the  club  party  and  there 
was  warm  applause  as  she  stepped  for¬ 
ward  to  a  reunion  with  Duke  Kaha¬ 
namoku. 

“At  the  end  of  that  historic  exhibition 
of  board  riding  at  Freshwater  Beach,” 
said  Pollard,  “Duke  Kahanamoku  gave 
the  board  on  which  he  had  ridden  the 
waves  to  a  small  boy  in  the  crowd.  That 
boy  was  Claude  West  who  became  Aus¬ 
tralia’s  first  surfboard  riding  champion.” 

Mr  Claude  West  then  stepped  forward 
to  meet  Duke  Kahanamoku,  who  was 
shown  the  board  on  which  he  had  made 
the  Freshwater  exhibition  propped  up 
against  one  of  the  club  walls. 

This  was  the  second  time  within  a  few 
weeks  in  which  Jack  Pollard  had  used 
club  facilities  to  launch  one  of  his 
books.  In  November  he  had  had  a  simi¬ 
larly  successful  launching  party  for  his 
book  LAWN  TENNIS  —  THE  AUS¬ 
TRALIAN  WAY.

Swift  Finish  Wins  Our  Carrington 

Uuwinding  his  customary  Delville  Wood  finish  Trace  Call  won  Tattersall’s  Clubs  £1,575  sprint,  the  Carrington 
Stakes  at  Randwick  on  December  28. 

He  is  a  son  of  Delville  Wood  whose  stock  have  won  from  furlongs  to  two  miles  and  have  earned  £583,528 
in  stake-money. 

Trace  Call  inherits  the  sire’s  versatility  with  successes  from  six  to  10  furlongs. 


Trace  Call  was  purchased  at  the 
1959  yearling  sales  for  1,600  gns. 
by  the  D.  Chrystals,  father  and  son, 
but  he  has  been  difficult  to  train. 
He  broke  a  small  leg  bone  at  three 
years  soon  after  his  early  successes, 
and  the  owners  and  Trainer  Tom 
J.  Smith  deserved  to  be  rewarded 
for  their  patience  in  persevering  with 
what  at  first  appeared  to  be  a  hope¬ 
less  cripple. 

He  was  frequently  off  the  turf  for 
periods  of  six  months  but  the  trainer 
knew  he  had  a  good  galloper  and 
worked  all  the  harder  to  get  him  on 
sound  legs  again.  The  upshot  is 
that  Trace  Call  has  won  seven  races, 
but  with  normally  sound  limbs  he 
could  have  doubled  this  achieve¬ 
ment. 

Trace  Call  frequently  won  from 
rearward  positions  even  over  so 


short  a  course  as  six  furlongs,  but 
in  the  Carrington  Stakes  he  was 
much  nearer  than  usual  in  fourth 
position. 

Some  admirers  of  the  horse  had 
been  dubious  about  whether  his 
new  jockey,  W.  Camer,  could  cope 
with  his  tardy  start  in  races.  Most 
of  his  races  had  been  won  by  Geo. 
Moore’s  punishing  finish.  But  Camer 
rose  to  the  occasion  in  the  Carring¬ 
ton. 

He  took  him  wide  at  the  straight 
entrance  and  with  both  jockey  and 
horse  responding  in  the  gamest  and 
most  persevering  fashion  overhauled 
early  leaders  Minikin,  Grammar 
Lad  and  State  Martial  and  won  by 
a  short  half  head  from  10/1  chance 
State  Martial  with  5/4  on  favourite 
Grammar  Lad  a  long  neck  away 
third. 


Trace  Call  is  to  be  trained  for 
important  Melbourne  sprints  of  the 
1964  Autumn,  the  Futurity  and 
Newmarket.  He  is  a  master  weight 
carrier  and  can  muster  speed  with 
substantial  imposts  as  he  showed  in 
the  Carrington  under  9  3.  So  the 
lOst.  should  not  hamper  his  pros¬ 
pects  in  the  seven  furlongs  Futurity. 


This  will  be  worth  £8,000  and  run 
on  February  29,  1964.  The  New¬ 
market  stake  has  risen  to  £12,000, 
the  highest  in  history  for  1964  and 
is  Victoria’s  richest  six  furlong 
sprint  thanks  to  T.A.B.  tote  revenue. 


The  successful  father  and  son 
combination  of  Messrs.  D.  Chrystal 
have  been  members  of  Tattersall’s 
Club  for  14  years.  Their  trainer  Mr. 
T.  J.  Smith  has  been  in  the  Club 
for  15  years.

Handicap  at  Randwick  on  December  28. 
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Xmas  Cups  at  Randwick  are  hard  to  come  by 

When  General  Delivery  won  Tattersall’s  Cup  at  Randwick  on  New  Year’s  Day,  1964,  he  became  only  the  third 
horse  in  45  years  to  complete  a  Summer  and  Tattersall’s  Cups  double. 

Poitrel  did  this  in  the  1917  Summer  Cup  and  Tattersall’s  Cup  a  week  later,  and  Alspick  was  successful  in  the 
double  in  the  1962-63  combination. 


Poitrel  had  to  surmount  more 
than  a  double  hazard.  He  was 
beaten  in  the  first  leg  in  a  jostling 
finish  by  Chantemerle  but  got  the 
race  on  protest. 

He  had  a  clear-cut  victory  in 
TattersalFs  Cup  a  week  later  and 
went  on  to  prove  himself  the 
greatest  stayer  of  his  time  v/ith 
success  in  two  and  three  mile  weight 
for  age  races  and  the  Melbourne 
Cup  of  1920,  carrying  lOst. 

Keen  critics  of  the  Summer  Cup 
said  that  only  Jockey  Geo.  Moore’s 
prescience  and  skill  had  won  his 
mount  the  race  by  stealing  a  run 
at  the  moment  that  Fair  Patton 
was  hemmed  in  on  the  rails. 
Having  escaped.  Fair  Patton  gained 
ground  over  the  last  furlong,  but 
was  too  late  by  half  a  neck.  In 
our  TattersalFs  Cup  General  De¬ 
livery  was  raised  in  the  weights 
91b.  from  8  4  to  8  13.  Fair  Patton 
met  him  41b.  better  and  experts 
thought  that  this  weight  advantage 
and  eliminating  his  Summer  Cup 
ill-luck  would  enable  him  to  reverse 
the  positions. 

But  they  reckoned  without  an¬ 
other  facet  of  Geo.  Moore’s  riding 
skill.  In  the  Summer  Cup  he  had 
“pinched”  first  prize  by  a  quick 
skilful  manoeuvre  while  his  most 
dangerous  rival  was  pocketed.  In 
our  TattersalFs  Cup  he  switched  to 


waiting  tactics  and  again  he  out¬ 
witted  Fair  Patton.  Moore  kept 
General  Delivery  near  the  rear  of 
the  field  until  the  final  three  fur¬ 
longs.  He  thought  that  those  jost¬ 
ling  for  an  early  advantage  would 
spin  themselves  out. 

In  the  straight  he  swooped  on 
Dalibor,  Lord  Fury  and  Fair  Pat¬ 
ton  who  had  been  fighting  for  final 
stages  of  the  lead.  The  upshot  was 
that  he  gained  his  most  striking 
mile  and  a  half  victory  two  lengths 
from  Fair  Patton  with  1961  Mel¬ 
bourne  Cup  winner  Lord  Fury 
three  quarters  of  a  length  away 
third.  Moore  has  had  plenty  of 
health  trouble  lately  with  sinus, 
but  when  you  comb  out  the  skill 
of  his  two  victories  in  the  Summer 
and  TattersalFs  Cups  you’ve  got 
to  admit  that  on  a  horse  he  has 
something  in  the  kernel  of  his 
skull  which  measures  up  to  the 
racing  genius  of  the  good  jockeys  of 
the  past. 

General  Delivery  is  raced  by  Mr. 
J.  A.  Cochrane  and  Mr.  C.  E. 
Hodson.  Mr.  Cochrane  has  had  a 
predilection  for  greys  since  his 
superb  performer  of  that  colour 
Martello  Towers  won  seven  events 
straight  including  the  two  Guineas 
races  at  Canterbury  and  Rosehill 
of  1959  and  the  Derby.  He  proved 
one  of  the  best  front-running 


stayers  of  modern  times  and  it  was 
a  pity  that  an  injury  in  a  starting 
stall  fracas  in  the  Victoria  Derby 
ruined  the  future  of  such  a  great 
galloper. 


Messalina  was  too  good  for  the  Hon.  Mr. 
Justice  Dovey’s  Jan’s  Image  in  Tatter- 
sail’s  Gladsome  Handicap  on  January  J. 

Reverting  to  Summer  Cup  and 
TattersalFs  Cup  double,  Alspick  in 
1962-63,  the  only  other  who  got 
near  to  the  double  was  Miss  Nottava 
who  after  dead-heating  in  the  Sum¬ 
mer  Cup  with  Pretzel  in  the  1932 
Summer  Cup  won  TattersalFs  Cup 
outright  for  trainer  Jack  King. 

Pretzel  was  the  first  horse  sold  to 
South  Africa  from  Australia  for 
a  high  price  and  won  their  biggest 
race  soon  afterwards,  the  Pretoria 
Handicap.

Successful  trainer  retires 

Lou  Burke  s  sound  record  on  the  Turf 

Mr  Lou  Burke,  a  member  of  Tattersall’s  Club  resigned  in  November  as  a  Number  One  A.J.C.  Randwiek  trainer 
after  more  than  half  a  century’s  association  with  racing  which  left  on  record  a  reputation  as  the  compleat  horse- 
master. 


Mr  Burke  will  be  remembered  as 
the  trainer  who  developed  a  coun¬ 
try  and  mixed  stakes  performer  to 
Epsom  and  weight  for  age  standard, 
De  la  Salle  and  who  created  a  stay¬ 
er  from  a  freak-bred  sprint  pedi¬ 
greed  horse  to  Sydney  Cup  success. 
Dark  Marne  who  also  went  within 
a  half-inch  verdict  in  a  Melbourne 
Cup. 

Lou  Burke  was  known  in  racing 
circles  as  “the  quiet  man”  because 
he  rarely  spoke  unless  consulted, 
but  he  earned  repute  as  a  man 
of  sound  thoroughbred  and  racing 
knowledge  who  enjoyed  the  respect 
of  a  wide  circle  of  friends. 

For  instance  one  of  his  close 
“mates”  was  jockey  Jack  Thomp¬ 
son.  Jack  wasn’t  apprenticed  to  Lou 
but  to  Frank  Dalton  and  right  from 
his  youthful  and  very  successful  ap¬ 
prenticeship  Jack  enjoyed  the  help 
of  both  astute  trainers  in  a  dual 
guide  philosopher  and  friend  capa¬ 
city.  This  was  a  factor  which  helped 
Jack  Thompson  to  get  to  the  top 
and  stay  there. 

In  his  teens  Lou  Burke  was  ap¬ 
prenticed  to  a  trainer  of  the  old 
school,  Joe  Burton  who  won  many 
good  races,  but  had  the  misfortune 
to  cheaply  sell  a  horse  who  at  his 
second  start  won  the  1923  Mel¬ 
bourne  Cup  for  his  new  owner  — 1 
Bitalli. 

Joe  Burton  had  had  an  earlier 
painful  experience  of  a  Melbourne 
Cup.  In  his  stable  was  Westcourt, 
who,  two  years  before  had  run  a 
short-head  Cup  second  to  Patrobos 
and  was  thus  a  stayer  of  profound 
possibilities.  But  Joe  Burton  de¬ 
cided  to  leave  the  final  stages  of  his 
Cup  preparation  to  a  foreman  as¬ 
sisted  by  Lou  Burke,  a  rare  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  an  apprentice. 

Westcourt  won  but  only  by  a  short 
half  head  from  Lingle.  However,

for  the  owner,  too,  it  was  an  un¬ 
happy  Cup.  The  late  Dan  U.  Seaton 
Sydney’s  originator  of  suburban 
chain  butcher  shops  had  missed  the 
market  at  25/1  and  when  the  price 
came  tumbling  down  to  4/1  re¬ 
frained  from  making  a  bet.  He 
claimed  the  distinction  of  being  the 
owner  of  a  Melbourne  Cup  winner 
who  “hadn’t  had  a  shilling  on  his 
horse”. 


However,  Westcourt’s  Cup  suc¬ 
cess  was  the  right  kind  of  build-up 
for  Lou  Burke.  He  took  out  a  train¬ 
er’s  licence  for  himself  and  although 
he  settled  for  small  stable  teams 
throughout  his  career,  he  never 
looked  back. 


Two  years  later  he  prepared 
White  Phast  who  won  the  1920 
Moonee  Valley  Cup  and  Burke  was 
on  the  map.  He  recalls  an  unusual 
episode  associated  with  that  suc¬ 
cess.  The  course  was  hock  deep  in 
mud  and  all  horses  and  jockeys 
came  in  black  with  mud.  Having 
weighed  in,  famous  Sydney  jockey 
W.  H.  McLachlan  walked  straight 
to  the  shower  room  and  without 
taking  off  his  cap,  colours  or  riding 
boots,  turned  on  the  tap.  He  said  — 
“It  washed  me  and  kept  the  colours 
from  being  ruined.” 

Dark  Marne’s  development  to  be¬ 
come  a  two  miler  was  one  of  the 
freaks  of  breeding.  His  sire  was  The 
Marne,  whose  furthest  win  was  Tat- 
tersall’s  seven  furlongs  Tramway 
and  that  was  the  only  race  he  won 
beyond  six  furlongs.  Dark  Marne’s 
mother  was  All  Dark,  an  obscure 
performer  on  Sydney  pony  tracks. 
The  material  as  a  start  for  a  two 
mile  preparation  was  completely  un¬ 
promising,  but  Lou  Burke  almost 
brought  off  the  grand  slam,  the  Syd¬ 
ney  and  Melbourne  Cups  double 
with  this  weak  breeding  combina¬ 
tion. 


De  La  Salle  proved  a  “glamour”  horse 
for  Lou  Burke. 
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The  year  1948  provided  Lou 
Burke  with  almost  a  golden  harvest. 
A  three-year-old  filly,  De  La  Salle, 
had  won  a  maiden  in  October  1947 
for  influential  and  rich  Manilla 
stock  and  station  agent,  Jim  V. 
Byrnes,  worth  £10  at  the  local 
races.  After  more  small  country  suc¬ 
cesses  Mr  Byrnes  decided  to  pass 
her  on  to  Lou  Burke  in  the  city  and 
under  his  guidance  she  won  a  Rose- 
hill  Mixed  Stakes  then  a  Randwick 
mile  and  a  Rosehill  Flying.  It  was 
decided  to  prepare  her  for  the  big 
plums  of  the  next  Spring,  and  in 
1948  she  succeeded  in  TattersalFs 
Tramway  Hep,  the  Epsom,  the  Geo 
Main  and  Caulfield  Stakes  weight- 
for-age  and  finished  with  a  third  to 
Red  Fury  and  Howe  in  the  1948 
Caulfield  Cup. 


Earlier  in  that  season  Darke 
Marne,  trained  by  Lou  Burke  had 
beaten  Columnist,  a  short  half-head 
in  the  Sydney  Cup.  Dark  Marne 
was  prepared  for  the  Melbourne 
Cup  seven  months  later  and  took 
part  in  another  short  half  head  de¬ 
cision.  But  this  time  he  was  the 
loser  to  Rimfire,  an  80/1  chance. 

Club  members  and  a  wide  circle 
of  friends  will  wish  Lou  Burke  a 
happy  retirement.
